Mould discovery 
sends elementary 
students packing 


Good Shepherd School. 

No respiratory concerns 
have been reported, 
school board says

Hundreds of students at an 
Edmonton elementaiy will be 
spending the last month of 
their semester at a different 
school after engineers discov¬ 
ered mould spreading through¬ 
out the building’s walls. 

For the safety of staff and 
students at Good Shepherd 
School in west Edmonton, the 
facility will be closed down 
starting May 20 to undertake a 
$5.5-million fix for water dam¬ 
age, according to the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School Board. 

“There’s never a good time 


to move students, but we feel 
that it’s so important to get this 
work done so we can reopen 
the school for the next school 
year,” said ECS spokesperson 
Lori Nagy. 

Parents were first notified 
in November 2013 that the 
school required maintenance 
work, but received a letter 
March 25 alerting them that 
students needed to be moved 
in order to address mould 
found in the interior walls. The 
ECS believes the mould was 
the result of moisture that ac¬ 
cumulated after two summers 
of heavy rainfall. 

While contractors have con¬ 
firmed evidence of mould, they 
won’t know the extent until 
the shell of the building is re¬ 
moved, Nagy said. 

A district-hired engineer 
has tested the school’s air qual¬ 
ity and determined it safe, 
Nagy added, noting the district 
hasn’t received any complaints

of respiratoiy concerns to date. 

Good Shepherd parent 
council chairperson Cindy 
Shepel said fellow parents were 
shocked to learn of the mould. 

“At first there was some 
concern,” Shepel said. “Ob¬ 
viously it’s a different environ¬ 
ment and a lot of unknowns 
for parents.” 

Students in kindergarten 
to Grade 2 will be sent to Our 
Lady of Victories, while stu¬ 
dents in Grade 3 to 6 will go to 
the neighbouring H.E. Beriault 
School. 

Alberta Health Services has 
been notified about the issue.

The Opposition Wildrose 
party says Alberta Health 
Services billed taxpayers 
$460,000 a day for consult¬ 
ants on eveiything from 
computer programming to 
art advice. 

The party released docu¬ 
ments Tuesday it obtained 
under freedom-of-informa- 
tion rules for more than 
500 consulting contracts 
over an 18-month period 
that ended last September. 

“They’re symbolic of the 
culture of waste that is alive 
and well in Alberta Health 
Services,” said Wildrose 
health critic Heather For¬ 
syth. “The front-line health 
workers who hold our 
system together continue to 
be starved for the resources 
while rich contracts are 
handed out to high-priced 
consultants for things like 
improving Alberta Health 
Services’ public image.” 

Forsyth said the data are 
disturbing given the Can¬ 
adian Institute of Health 
Information reported last 
week that Alberta’s 85-day 
wait time for lung cancer 
surgeiy is the longest in the 
nation. 

Wildrose critic Rob 
Anderson said three-quar¬ 
ters of the money, about 
$350,000 a day, went to IT 
consultants. 

Anderson said he’s not 
alleging all the contracts 
were frivolous, but said, 
“when $350,000 is spent 
eveiy single day merely on 
IT consulting, I think it’s 
reasonable to ask if taxpay¬ 
ers are getting good value 
for money.” 

Anderson said $3 million 
was spent on communica¬ 
tions and marketing consul¬ 
tation.

Alberta’s rat-free status is once 
again under attack from the 
relentless rodent colony occu¬ 
pying a garbage dump in Medi¬ 
cine Hat. 

On Tuesday, city officials 
declared “several rats” were 
spotted at the landfill during 
further investigation into the 
discovery of a lone long-tailed 
critter in a farmer’s field. 

It’s renewed fears of the 
last great infestation. In August 
2012, provincial pest experts 
launched “Operation Hay¬ 
stack,” bagging about 150 car-

casses in the eradication mis¬ 
sion.

City councillors have paved 
the way for a new footbridge 
across the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River, but will spend 
some more time on a trail 
leading to it. 

Councillors approved an 
environmental assessment 
for the Terwillegar Park Foot 
Bridge Tuesday, but asked for 
more work on trails on the 
north side of the river.

Search and rescue. 

Police keeping an 
open mind in search 
for missing woman 


Weather and heavy snow have 
plagued the search efforts of 
Rocky Mountain House search 
and rescue teams as they 
continue to look for Anina 
Hundsdoerfer. 

After more than two weeks 
of searching, few clues have 
surfaced in the case of the mis¬ 
sing 32-year-old Edmonton 
woman last seen March 22. 

While rescue teams were 
back out to search an area 
west of Rocky Mountain House 
where Hundsdoerfer’s car was

located Monday, the search was 
once again suspended due to 
the heavy snow pack. 

“The amount of snow out 
there makes it veiy difficult,” 
said Rocky Mountain House 
RCMP Sgt. Michael Numan. 
“We’ve done the best we can 
with the resources we have and 
the conditions allow. 

“We still have a missing per¬ 
son out there,” he added. 

Hundsdoerfer’s vehicle was 
found on Highway 734 be¬ 
tween Rocky Mountain House 
and Nordegg though no signs 
of her have been uncovered in 
subsequent searches. 

Numan said teams in Rocky 
Mountain House would con¬ 
tinue searching in the area 
unless they locate any informa¬ 
tion that could lead investiga¬ 
tors in a different direction. 

“Our members are going to 
be frequently (searching) that 
area and looking at the snow 
levels,” Numan said. 

“Once we figure we can do a 
little more, we will be back out 
there.”

Mayor Don Iveson won last 
fall’s vote despite being vastly 
outspent by his leading op¬ 
ponent, Karen Leibovici. 

The financial numbers 
from the 2013 election were 
released on Tuesday and show 
Iveson’s bid for mayor cost 
$576,000. Iveson raised more 


than that in donations during 
the campaign, leaving him 
with a $42,000 surplus he can 
carry into the next election. 

Leibovici spent much 
more than Iveson, coming in 
at $813,000, and finished with 
a $142,000 deficit. Third-place 
challenger Keriy Diotte spent 
$179,852 on his campaign. 

Based on the votes they 
received on election day, 
Iveson spent $4.35 for eveiy 
vote he received, Diotte spent 
$5.46 for eveiy ballot cast in 
his name and Leibovici spent 
$19.76. 

Mayor Don Iveson said his 
team never spent money it 
didn’t have. 

“I’m pleased with the 
way the campaign was run. 
We were always very fiscally 


disciplined,” he said. 

Iveson said during all of 
his campaigns the emphasis 
has been on volunteers. 

“If you can mobilize a 
great group of volunteers, 
that goes a long way,” he 
said. 

Leibovici said her cam¬ 
paign spent based on dona¬ 
tions they were promised 
and that are still coming in. 

“We did have a bit of a 
deficit, but the reality is we 
had pledges and we spent ac¬ 
cording to what our pledges 
were,” she said. 

The campaign filing iden¬ 
tifies $95,000 in unpaid ex¬ 
penses, but Leibovici said 
those have now been paid 
and she expects to cover the 
campaign deficit soon.

Mental health under investigation by students 



With the hint of spring 
comes the certainty of final 
exams and a group of Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta students are 
working to bring awareness 
to potential mental health 
concerns through an online 
magazine. 

Launched over a year ago 
by the student-led team, the 
Pro Story magazine focuses 


on bringing student-related 
issues to the forefront, ex¬ 
plained co-founder Jimmy 
Kang. 

As a second year univer¬ 
sity student himself, Kang 
said investigating mental 
health concerns at this time 
of year is important for stu¬ 
dents. 

“We saw that there is a 


pressing issue on this subject 
matter. I’ve seen a lot of stu¬ 
dents on U of A Confessions 
talk about how stressful 
(school) can be and how de¬ 
pressed they get,” Kang said. 

Since the issue was 
launched Monday, there 
have been more than 3,000 
views. 

“Right now we have a 


stigma around student men¬ 
tal health,” he explained. “I 
feel like there is room for 
improvement and room for 
advocacy.” 

Kang said he wants to see 
students come together as 
the voice for fellow students. 

“I feel like there is a 
movement we can collect¬ 
ively take part in and break 


the stigma,” he added.

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Pistorius testifies 
at trial: ‘I sat over 
Reeva and I cried’ 


South Africa. An 

emotional Pistorius 
recounts details of 
girlfriend's death 


A subdued Oscar Pistorius on 
Tuesday described dinner at 
home, chatting and looking at 
cellphone photos with Reeva 
Steenlcamp on the last night 
of her life. Then he erupted in 
anguished howls and heaving 
sobs while testifying at his mur¬ 
der trial about the moments 
when he says he realized he 
shot his girlfriend through a 
closed toilet door. 

The spectacle of what ap¬ 
peared to be a tormented man 
highlighted the drama of the 
runner’s inspirational rise and 
sudden fall. The South African 
double-amputee captured the 
world’s attention when he suc¬ 
cessfully fought for permission 
to run in the 2012 Olympics on 
his prostheses. The next year, 
he was facing charges for kill-

ing the woman he said he loved. 

The court in Pretoria, the 
South African capital, ad¬ 
journed because of the athlete’s 
breakdown. 

“I sat over Reeva and I cried,” 
Pistorius said, telling how he 
broke open the stall door in his 
bathroom in the early hours 


of Feb. 14, 2013 to discover his 
bloodied girlfriend. 

Pistorius said in statements 
that he shot Steenlcamp after 
mistaking her for an intruder in 
his bathroom. The athlete said 
he felt fearful and vulnerable 
as he moved to the bathroom, 
walking only on his stumps. 

The 27-year-old Olympian 
faces a life sentence with a 
minimum of 25 years before 
parole if convicted. The judge 
will deliver the verdict because 
South Africa does not have a 
juiy system. 

Earlier Tuesday, Pistorius 
denied three other charges 
against him relating to firing a 
gun in public on two occasions. 

He said he wasn’t to blame 
for a shot going off in a busy 
restaurant because a friend 
handed him an “unsafe” gun. 

Attempting to emphasize 
the runner’s vulnerability, 
his lawyer prompted Pistor¬ 
ius to take off his prosthesis 
and stand on his stumps by 
the bullet-marked toilet door.

Tensions rise in 
eastern Ukraine 

Ukraine’s government 
struggled to stay in control 
of the country’s eastern 
regions as tensions flared 
Tuesday in three cities. 

While the government 
managed to recapture its 
regional headquarters 
and detain dozens of pro- 
Russian protesters in one 
city, it said “radicals” were 
keeping 60 people hostage 
and threatening them in 
another city. 

Earlier Tuesday, author¬ 
ities regained control over 
a government building 
in Kharkiv. Protesters 
were evicted and dozens 
detained. In Donetsk, a city 
further south, protesters 
dug in for their third day 
a regional headquarters 
they captured on Sunday 
before declaring a parallel 
government. 

All three cities are in 
Ukraine’s east, where 
hostility is strong toward 
the government that took 
power in Februaiy after the 
ouster of Kremhn-ffiendly 
President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych.

Welcome to the IV Well¬ 
ness Boutique, the first dedi¬ 
cated intravenous vitamin 
therapy lounge in the city — 
and perhaps the countiy. 


While naturopathic phys¬ 
icians around the world pro¬ 
vide vitamin drips to help 
relieve ailments from stress 
to exhaustion to hangovers — 
Rihanna made them famous 
when she posted a picture of 
her “party girl drip” on Twit¬ 
ter in 2012 — the co-owners of 


this clinic believe it’s the first 
with a social, spa-lilce atmos¬ 
phere in Canada. 

“We tried to take the clinic¬ 
al feel out of a clinic; we tried 
to make it really beautiful,” 
naturopathic doctor Heidi 
Rootes said Tuesday. “We want 
people to feel comfortable and

relaxed.” 

A typical 45-minute treat¬ 
ment costs $150 out of pock¬ 
et, or may be covered under 
extended medical care plans.

That may not seem relax¬ 
ing for those who don’t like 
needles, but “that’s the big¬ 
gest stigma, the whole idea 
of intravenous,” said Rootes, 
who has administered the 
treatment for eight years. 


Rootes and co-owner 
Robin Szalcacs want to focus 
on health benefits including 
energy boosts and back-pain 
relief instead of the party 
cure, popular in Las Vegas, L.A. 
and Miami. (Not to mention 
in Europe and Asia, where 
vitamin drips have long been 
mainstream.) 

“Sure, if you put any¬ 
body that’s hungover and 
dehydrated on an IV, they’re 
going to feel better,” Rootes 
said. “Sometimes I feel like 
that kind of cheapens what 
we’re doing, but that’s not our 
focus.” 

The risks are minimal, 
Rootes said. As with any nee¬ 
dle, there’s a risk of infection. 
People are pre-screened before 
treatment and the procedure 
is not recommended for those 
with kidney or heart disease. 

Clientele include mara¬ 
thon runners, both before and 
after the race, people coming 
to and from yoga, and 80-year- 
olds with diabetes.

Four years ago, my 11-year- 
old daughter Marie-Eden 
came home from school and 
started telling me — fast- 
paced, enthusiastic as can 
be — about the Day of Pink 
campaign. “You know, Mom,” 
she said, “I need to take 
action when someone is not 
being treated right. I need to 
act, even if I’m not the one 
directly affected.” 

Marie-Eden seemed to 
have understood eveiything: 
the damage of discrimina¬ 
tion, the importance of 
standing up to bullying, how 
to take concrete action, to 
make a difference. 

I was floored. 

As you know, I grew up in 
Haiti, in a countiy “draped 
in barbed wire,” to use the 


words of my uncle, the poet 
Rene Depestre. Under the 
dictatorship of Papa Doc, my 
family taught me that indif¬ 
ference to the predicament 
of others was not an option; 
that having a social con¬ 
science was paramount. 

And here was my child, 
now in Canada, teaching me 
the same lesson. 

Since that time, I have 
participated in the Day of 
Pink and met the Jer’s Vi¬ 
sion team. I have seen the 
transformative power of 
their work. I have seen how 
children and teens have 
gained a vocabulaiy, new 
ways to act and new tactics 
to show solidarity with the 
vulnerable. The campaign 
is working. And that’s why I 
believe in the urgent spread 
of this kind of intervention. 

Bullying, harassment, 
prejudice and abuse are still 
rampant. Today, suicide is 
still the second-leading cause 


of death for people aged 10 to 
24 in Canada—just behind 
accidents. And it remains the 
leading cause of death among 
sexual-minority youth. 

That is why I have 
chosen to work through the 
Michaelle Jean Foundation 
on what we have dubbed the 
4th Wall Youth Solidarity 
Project. With the Art Gal- 
leiy of Ontario, Jer’s Vision 
and 50 human rights and 
health organizations, we 
are encouraging Canadians 
to show vulnerable youth 
from Canada’s Two-Spirit and 
LGBTQ communities that 
they are not alone; that we 
care; that we want them to 
feel included. 

Six lucky young artists 
will be awarded a cash prize, 
a free trip to Toronto and an 
opportunity to have their 
work featured in a high- 
profile exhibition at the Art 
Galleiy of Ontario, to mark 
World Pride 2014.

Enclaves 
booming 
in Canada 

Call it little Italy, Chinatown 
or little Manila. 

No matter the name, eth¬ 
nic enclaves are important to 
the immigrant communities 
they support — and the cities 
they’re in. 

For the cities themselves, 
traditionally large urban ones 
like Toronto and Vancouver, 
enclaves help bring in tourists 
looking for an authentically 
exotic bite or a first-hand 
brush with another culture. 

And, in many cases, those 
same tourists help newcom¬ 
ers succeed by frequenting 
the businesses where they 
work. 

“Enclaves are veiy lively 
and they help support immi¬ 
grant life in a number of dif¬ 
ferent ways,” said Dr. Sandeep 
Agrawal, from the University 
of Alberta. 


In recent years, enclaves 
have started branching into 
the suburbs of major cities, 
and most of Canada now has 
enclaves of various shapes 
and sizes. 

If you ask Agrawal, there’s 
no real downside to that. But, 
enclaves have, in the past, 
been cast in a bad light. 

A 2003 Statistics Canada 
report “measured ethnic en¬ 
claves as part of an isolation 
index, meaning those who 
live in enclaves are isolated 
and that enclaves are bad,” 
Agrawal said. 

A followup paper “de¬ 
bunked that myth,” showing 
that the communities ac¬ 
tually help people adjust and, 
eventually, thrive in Canada. 

Another myth is that the 
words “enclave” and “ghetto” 
can be used interchangeably. 

“Ghetto is an old word 
which is based on racial 
and economic exclusion,” 

Dr. Mohammad Qadeer of 
Queen’s University said. “A 
ghetto is also a large concen¬ 
tration of poverty. 

“Enclaves are not ghettos.”

Cely Velez was 39 when she 
came to Toronto in 1997, leav¬ 
ing her home in the Philip¬ 
pines behind. 

“My mom is here and she 
was not that young anymore,” 
Velez said, adding that her 
lone sister lives in California 
with six children. “So for me, 
I wanted to be the one respon¬ 
sible for my mom’s care.” 


Velez is the business ad¬ 
ministrator at the First Fili¬ 
pino Baptist Church of Toron¬ 
to. Sitting in the heart of the 
city with a congregation of 
about 410 people, the church 
is a focal point for Toronto’s 
burgeoning Filipino commun¬ 
ity — the fastest growing en¬ 
clave of immigrants in the na¬ 
tion, one expert said. 

Dr. Sandeep Agrawal, a 
specialist in ethnic enclaves 
at the University of Alberta, 
said recent years have seen a 
big influx of immigrants from 
the Philippines, “even super¬ 
seding (those from) India and 
China.” 

A 2011 National House¬ 
hold Survey showed 662,600 
persons of Filipino descent 
now live in Canada. 

Agrawal said the Filipino 
enclave is replacing one of 
Canada’s oldest communities 
— the Jewish enclaves in cen¬ 
tral Toronto. 

Dr. Mohammad Qadeer, 
professor emeritus of urban 


and regional planning at 
Queen’s University in Kings¬ 
ton, said there are two dimen¬ 
sions to ethnic enclaves. 

The first is a “residential 
concentration of people” and 
the other is a combination of 
various facilities, commercial 
establishments and churches, 
which together comprise an 
ethnic enclave. 

“The most concentrated 
residential groups are Jews 
and then Italians and then 
Portuguese,” Qadeer said. 

Ultimately, the commun¬ 
ities within communities 
help more established immi¬ 
grants support those who are 
newer to Canada. 

Velez falls into the second 
categoiy of enclaves — her 
work and personal life both 
revolving around the First 
Filipino Baptist Church. 

“It’s always church-related 
events,” Velez said. “We usual¬ 
ly go into each other’s homes. 
That’s veiy, veiy important 
for us.”

Canada’s 
economy has some bright 
spots amid the grey clouds 
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WE ARE DRIVEN TO DISTRACTION 


Feeling foolhardy? Not taking enough risks? 

Looking for a death-defying experience? 

Try texting while you drive. It could be the 
most dangerous thing you can do. 

According to the CAA, you are 23 times 
more likely to be in a crash or near-crash com¬ 
pared with non-texting drivers. 

Driving while texting is six times more 
dangerous than driving while intoxicated, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. National Highway Traffic 
Administration Safety Administration; in 
B.C., where I live, there were 81 deaths in 2012 
from distracted driving, compared to 55 from 
impaired driving. 

I can keep throwing stats at you. But I 
should stop now and concentrate on my driv¬ 
ing. 

And so should you, if this morning’s commute is any indi¬ 
cation. Here’s just a sample of the things we did in traffic to¬ 
day: 

While travelling at least 60 lclicks an hour, a woman in a 


Range Rover had the visor down and ap¬ 
peared to be putting on makeup while talk¬ 
ing to her friend on her handheld. As far as I 
can tell, the Pomeranian in her lap was doing 
the driving. 

A line of people stopped at the red light ap¬ 
peared to be deep in prayer, so deep that the 
light changed and nobody noticed. Their 
faces were bathed in a strange, blue glow. 

Soccer mom policed a van-load of kids 
while talking on her handheld. Yilces. 

And it was breakfast time in the fast lane: 
muffins, very hot coffee, lip-searing burritos 
and sandwiches, assorted Tupperware from 
home, apples oranges bananas, oh my. 

Any one of these distractions has a well- 
documented effect on your attention span. Yet we continue to 
drive through a multi-tasking medley of contortions. Our 
cars do double duty as kitchens, bathrooms, media centres 
and bedrooms (pets included). 

What’s interesting is that with the exception of handheld 


devices, most of this nonsense is not cut-and-dry illegal. 

“Excuse me ma’am, but that’s a $167 fine for driving with 
a Pomeranian in your lap. You’re lucky it wasn’t a Great 
Dane...” 

Nevertheless, it’s dawning on governments that unless 
they do something soon, we won’t make it through rush 
hour. 

In British Columbia, which has some of the toughest 
drunk driving laws in North America, the attorney general is 
aghast that, with one third the population, it has more dis¬ 
tracted driving deaths than Ontario. 

Maybe that’s because Ontario has already jacked up its dis¬ 
tracted driving fine from $155 to $280. In an amusing touche, 
it goes to $500 if you contest it and lose, which should clear up 
a lot of nuisance court cases. 

B.C. will probably raise its fines soon, and may even attach 
points to licences. Yet you have to wonder if enforcement is 
the answer. The province issued 51,000 tickets for distracted 
driving last year, but if this morning’s circus on wheels is any 
indication, no one has noticed. 

Their “minds” are elsewhere.

Be¬ 
tween them they’ve starred in 
almost 300 films. 

This weekend Donald and 
Woody are joined by Tyler 
Blu Gunderson, a rare male 
Spix’s macaw, voiced by Jesse 
Eisenberg making his second 
big screen appearance in Rio 
2. He’s joined by a cast of fine 
feathered friends, including a 
yellow canaiy (Jamie Foxx), a 
rapping red-crested cardinal 
(will.i.am) and a sulphur-crest¬ 
ed cockatoo (Jemaine Clem¬ 
ent), as they leave their home 
in Rio de Janeiro for the Ama¬ 
zon rainforest. 

The colourful co-stars in 
Rio 2 are animated, which 
makes them a much more 
agreeable lot than Tippi 
Hedren’s castmates in her 
most famous movie. In the 
Alfred Hitchcock film The 
Birds, she plays a wealthy 
socialite visiting Bodega Bay 
in Northern California when 
hundreds of ravens, seagulls 
and pigeons begin viciously 
attacking the townsfolk. 

Some of the birds were 
props, but many of them 
were all too real. Actors with 
ground meat and anchovies 
daubed on them to entice the 
birds escaped with nips and 
scratches but Hedren took the 
worst of it during the shoot¬ 
ing of the movie’s famous at¬ 


tic scene. 

She had been told mech¬ 
anical birds would be used 
in the sequence that sees 
her trapped in a small room 
while birds attack her. When 
she arrived at the shoot she 
saw a cage built around the 
set and realized the plan had 
changed. 

For a week, real birds 
were thrown at her by stage¬ 
hands. Pecked and scratched 
by birds attached to her by 
elastic bands she screamed 


and sobbed as one of them 
gouged her eye. It was such a 
traumatic sight, Caiy Grant, 
who dropped by the set to say 
hello, said, “You’re one brave 
lady.” 

It’s no wonder Hedren 
chose Mamie, and not The 
Birds, as her favourite Hitch¬ 
cock leading role. 

As distressing as the shoot 
for The Birds might have 
been, the movie is now con¬ 
sidered a classic. 

That can’t be said for a 


film inspired by Hitchcock’s 
avian terror. 

Birdemic: Shock and Terror 
director James Nguyen says 
the inspiration for his movie 
dates back to 2006 when he 
saw a flock of seagulls flying 
toward him at Half Moon Bay 
south of San Francisco. The 
sight reminded him of Hitch¬ 
cock’s film, but he thought, 
“What if I make a movie 
where instead of seagulls 
and crows, it’s birds of prey? 
There’s nothing more shock¬ 


ing than eagles and vultures.” 

The self-financed film took 
four years to finish and laid 
an egg in theatres before it be¬ 
came a cult hit as one of the 
worst film ever made. 

When asked what Hitch¬ 
cock would have thought of 
Birdemic, Nguyen told Em- 
pireonline.com, “I think Mr. 
Hitchcock would forgive a 
lot of its imperfections and 
say, ‘James, you did what you 
could. Do another one and tiy 
to do it better.’”

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Mad Men creator tells 
no tales for last time 



Hush-hush final season. 

Show's creator muses 
on the strangeness 
of no more secrets 


Chat with Matthew Weiner 
these days and you feel the 
added depth of his Mad Men 
immersion. 

When its bifurcated final 
season begins Sunday at 10 
p.m. EDT on AMC (with seven 
episodes, to be followed by 
seven more next year), the 
second of those final hours 
will be shooting, while the 
fifth of seven final scripts will 
be taking shape on the page. 

And then? 

The looming end has taken 
root in the Mad Men conversa¬ 
tion among fans, even as they 
mark time waiting for the 14 
new installments. Meanwhile, 
Weiner, as the auteur of this 
landmark drama series, voices 
both resolve and wonderment 
at his task of bringing Mad 
Men in for a landing. 

His goal, he says, is not to 
wallop the audience with a 
grand parting shot, but some¬ 
thing more gently profound: 
“To leave the characters in a 
place where they’re going to 
be in viewers’ imaginations 
forever.” 

Weiner has said many 
times he hit upon some sem¬ 
blance of that “fitting end” 
several years ago. 

And yet: Pulling the plug 
on a TV series goes against 
eveiy instinct of the person in 
charge, he says — the person 
whose primaiy duty is to keep 
the show alive and well, week 
after week. 

Even for a series veteran 
like Weiner (who was a writer- 
producer of The Sopranos as 
well as the sitcom Becker), 
his mission to end Mad Men 
is “a totally antithetical thing, 
an exercise that is outside my 
realm of experience.” 

Last season’s fade-out 
found Don Draper (series star 
Jon Hamm) who, at the ser¬ 
ies’ start was fiercely guarded 
about his past, coming clean 
to his three kids: Don stood 
with them outside the former 
whorehouse where he, born 


Goal going into the final season

Dick Whitman, was raised as 
an orphan. 

Now, how does the new 
season pick up the action? 

As usual, Weiner made 
sure the preview he shared 
with TV critics was accompan¬ 
ied by a laundiy list of details 
not to be divulged: Things like 
when it takes place and what’s 
going on with Don’s work and 
private life. 

What, then, can be shared? 
That the episode, written by 
Weiner, is richly satisfying. 
That the cast remains terrific. 
That the series seems headed 
confidently down its home 
stretch. 

Pretty much the rest is 
meant to stay hush-hush. 

But secrecy is not simply 
an obsession for Weiner. It’s a 
marketing strategy that serves 
Mad Men well. 

“This was a decision I made 
at the show’s pilot stage,” he 
says. He pointed to Januaiy 
Jones, who plays Don’s ex 
and at the show’s inception 
was still his wife. “She was 
not part of any of the press 
material for the first season, 
because I didn’t want any¬ 
one who watched the pilot to 
know until its final moments 


Where the story left off 


Viewers will remember that 
at the close of last season, 
Don was left in disarray. He 
had been sidelined by his ad 
agency after suffering a melt¬ 
down at a client meeting. His 
loving wife Megan walked 
out on him after one too 
many broken promises. 


• The 1960s have been 
hard on Don. A man who 
years before assumed 
another man’s identity, 
he has shaped his sense 
of self, and his career, 
from cultural models that 


that Don was married.” 

Weiner laughs, recalling 
the first table read for this 
obscure new series on an also- 
ran network as he demanded 
confidentiality from his cast. 

“Eveiybody looked at me 
like we’d be lucky if spoilers 
were a problem for this show. 
“They were thinking, ‘You 
really want us to keep things 
a secret?’ 

“Not all entertainment 
has to be this way,” Weiner 
acknowledges, “but I thought 
that the surprise of our stoiy- 
telling would be a smart mar¬ 
keting decision. Lucidly, AMC 
agreed, right from the begin¬ 
ning.” And as Weiner hoped, 
it helped get the show noticed 
— and still does. 


seem to grow increasingly 
outdated as the ' 60 s wear 
on. Don is on a downward 
spiral as he hits middle 
age, fast becoming an old 
fogey in a youth-obsessed 
era. Or so it may have 
seemed to some viewers.

Now the end is in sight. 
How to pull it off in a way that 
does justice to the series and 
its fans?

“If Mad Men continues to 
be watched after its ending 
airs, whoever approaches it 
will know how it ends,” Wein¬ 
er muses almost wistfully. 
“However we end the show, 
there won’t be any more se¬ 
crets. That’s kind of weird.” 
He means to leave a show 
behind that will satisfy late¬ 
comers, too. 

But that’s all ahead. 

“Before then,” he declares, 
“we’ve got a lot of ground to

Tel Aviv’s founders envisioned a “garden city” in which 
small roads lead into green enclaves nestled inside a 
bustling urban landscape. Visitors get a sense of this 
unique design thanks to the wide tree-lined walkways 
and bike paths that split the six boulevards of the city 
(Rothschild, Chen, Nordau, Ben-Gurion, Ben-Zion and 
Yerushalayim). Along trendy Rothschild, you’ll get a 
glimpse of “The White City” — a collection of some 
4,000 boxy, Bauhaus-style buildings that earned Tel Aviv 
UNESCO recognition as a World Heritage Site. On Ben- 
Gurion, the home of the boulevard’s namesake (and 
Israel’s first prime minister, David Ben-Gurion) can be 
toured free of charge. 



The Beaches 

A dozen municipal 
beaches stretch out along 
14 kilometres of coast, 
offering ample space for 
relaxing in the soft sand 
and dipping in the warm 
Mediterranean waters. Ac¬ 
cess is free of charge and 
some offer extra amen¬ 
ities such as beach vol¬ 
leyball courts and outdoor 
exercise equipment. You 
can also observe and par¬ 
take in Israel’s unofficial 
national sport of matlcot, 
or beach paddleball. The 
pros come out to the Hil¬ 
ton Beach early Saturday 
mornings, where the 
fast-paced sound of balls 
smacking echoes along 
the promenade. Later, 
tourists are also welcome 
to join public sessions of 
Israeli folk dancing.

chana, Tel Aviv’s old railway 
station, where live music 
can be enjoyed while observ¬ 
ing outdoor art exhibits.

Less than three years after lead¬ 
ing the Vancouver Canucks to 
within a game of the Stanley 
Cup, Mike Gillis is out of a job. 

The club fired its president 
and general manager on Tues¬ 
day, just 14 hours after the 
team was eliminated from play¬ 
off contention in a listless and 
embarrassing 3-0 loss to the 
Anaheim Ducks that had fans 
at a half-empty Rogers Arena 
chanting “fire Gillis” in the 
game’s dying minutes. 

“The Vancouver Canucks 
had success under Mike’s 
leadership, and we nearly 
reached our ultimate goal; but 
I believe we have reached a 
point where a change in leader¬ 
ship and new voice is needed,” 
team owner Francesco Aquilini 
said in a statement announcing 
the move. 

The Canucks have three 
games remaining on their 
schedule, but were given Tues-

day off. Aquilini was set to meet 
the media on Wednesday mor¬ 
ning before the team practises. 

At the NHL general man¬ 
agers meeting last month in 
Boca Raton, Fla., Gillis pointed 
to injuries and head coach John 
Tortorella’s infamous loclcer- 
room incident against the Cal¬ 
gary Flames as reasons for a dis¬ 
appointing mid-season swoon 
that saw the team win just four 
of 20 games, including eight 
consecutive regulation losses. 

Gillis was named NHL gen¬ 
eral manager of the year for 
the 2010-11 season and signed 
a contract extension after the 
2011-12 campaign, but admit¬ 
ted in a recent radio interview 
that the Canucks’ fall from 
grace put his job security in 
question, the Canadian press 


They called it a serious 
mistake that Jonas Valan- 
ciunas must learn from. 

But otherwise, the Toronto 
Raptors players and staff 
are standing behind their 
starting centre after he was 
charged with drunk driving.

Design 


Although similar to the 
outgoing 1-series coupe, the 
2-series is actually more than 
five centimetres longer, 2.5 
centimetres wider and it has 
a bit more space between 
the front and rear wheels. 
Thankfully, the dimensional 
enlargements are minimal, 
but the revised shape of the 
2-series, especially a more 
elongated nose, sloping 
roofline and rear deck, result 



in a more attractive shape. 

For diehard BMW spotters, 
the larger grille and lower air 
intakes are the most noticeable 
ways to tell if the basic Bimmer 
you’re checking out is a 2 or a 1. 


Fuel consumption 


If fuel consumption is a 
consideration, the 228i is 
rated at 8.71/100 km in the 
city and 5.4 on the highway 
(improved from 10.8/7.0 
for the 128i).

BMW knows exactly how 
to position the new 2-series 
Coupe. 

A photo on the automaker’s 
website shows the car running 
neck and neck with the iconic 
2002 coupe that was produced 
from 1968-76. It’s a compari¬ 
son worth pondering as the 
2002 was a benchmark sporty 
car, a pure one at that, for the 


company. An even more in¬ 
teresting comparison is with 
the new 2014 4-series Coupe. 
Both models offer the same 
powertrains, but the 2-series 
base price is $8,900 cheaper, at 
$38,100. The smaller 2-series is 
also about 90 kilograms fighter, 
which should make it quicker 
off the line and more nimble. 

The 4-series does offer more 
cabin space than the 2-ser- 
ies and the 4 can be had with 
BMW’s xDrive all-wheel drive 
system that’s ideal for anyone 
making frequent excursions to 
the ski slopes. 

Still, driving enthusiasts on 
a budget or who those prefer a 
more minimalist approach to 
tackling twisty back roads are 
likely to find the 2-series fits 
their needs like a well-worn 


pair of driving gloves. 

For stashing your gear, the 
trunk is slightly larger than 
that of the 1-series and the 


back seat can be split-folded for 
extra space. 

Under the hood of the base 
228i is a turbocharged 2.0-litre 


four-cylinder that makes 241 
horsepower and 258 pound- 
feet of torque. It’s the same 
engine that powers several 
other BMW models, including 
the base 4-series Coupe. The 
base engine in the 1-series was 
a non-turbo 230-horsepower 
four-cylinder. 

Step up to the M235i Coupe 
and your right foot controls 
a turbocharged 3.0-litre six- 
cylinder engine with 320 horse¬ 
power and 330 pound-feet of 
torque. 

Ultimately, what’s neat 
about the 2-series is that it’s the 
least expensive way to obtain a 
BMW, yet you’re guaranteed 
to get the same kick for your 
money as with many of the 
company’s pricier products.

You’re waiting to make a left- 
hand turn, but a driver stops 
and waves you through. As you 
turn in front of him, he rams 
into you — and later tells the 
police he did no such thing. 

It’s a classic scenario for 
auto insurance fraud, a crime 
that rakes in billions of dollars 
each year from insurance com¬ 
panies and innocent victims 
across the country. 

It’s primarily perpetrated 
by organized crime, according 
to Rick Dubin, vice-president 
of investigative services for the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada. 
“They intentionally set up a col¬ 
lision and load up the vehicle 
with individuals so that when 
it’s done, they haven’t suffered 
any injuiy, but they all end up 
going to medical clinics claim¬ 
ing they’re injured in order to 
receive benefits,” he says. 

Along with waving cars 
through on a turn, these crim¬ 
inals may also motion driv¬ 
ers to pull out of their spots 
in parking lots and then hit 
them, or cut in front of driv¬ 
ers and slam on the brakes to 
cause a rear-end crash. These

collisions then look like they 
were the victim’s fault. 

Clues that you’re a target 
include drivers who want to 
call emergency vehicles, espe¬ 
cially an ambulance, for a min¬ 
or crash; passengers who com¬ 
plain of neck or back injuries 
when paramedics show up; 
drivers with older cars whose 
insurance was recently issued; 
“witnesses” who suddenly 
show up in remote areas; and 
tow truck drivers who respond 
almost immediately and offer 
to take your car to a specific 
body shop. 

That shop may then dam¬ 
age your car even more to in¬ 
crease the bill, or charge your 
insurance company for work 
it didn’t do, Dubin says. Mean¬ 
while, the passengers will visit 
doctors who are in on the scam, 
and recommend unnecessaiy 
treatments for which your 
insurance company will pay. 
“We have identified well over 
300 clinics throughout the 
Greater Toronto Area that we 
suspect insurance fraud is tak¬ 
ing place,” Dubin says. 

Meanwhile, the organized 
crime ring gets a kickback 
from everyone involved, in¬ 
cluding the tow truck, body 
shop, and clinics. 

If you suspect a collision is 
staged, Dubin says to call the 
police to the scene even if the 
crash is minor. Call your insur¬ 
ance company as soon as pos¬ 
sible and alert them. 

They can recommend 
trusted body shops to repair 
your vehicle. If you suspect 
insurance fraud at any time, 
you can call anonymously to 
1-877-IBC-TTPS or your local 
Crime Stoppers.

Show stoppers 


Body by Alcoa 

One trusty pick-up truck 
has gained the most atten¬ 
tion this auto-show season 
after being unwrapped in 
January during the Detroit 
Auto Show 

With its all-aluminum 
body construction, the 
Ford F-150 shed about 
300 kilograms — lighter 
means fuel savings — and 
changed the design game 
in this vehicle segment. 

The best-selling truck in 
America during the last 
three decades, the F-150 
keeps the traditional steel 
platform, but the lighter body weight and improved fuel mileage are grabbing serious 
attention from every other North American truck maker. 

Details remain under wraps, but The Wall Street Journal reported that General Motors 
has secured contracts with aluminum suppliers Alcoa and Novelis for construction of its 
own aluminum-bodied trucks. From a practical standpoint, the Detroit launch of the Ford 
F-150 will likely remain the most important vehicle debut of the auto show season. 


Techy trend 

Apple Inc. used the Geneva, 

Switzerland, Motor Show in 
March to unveil its CarPlay 
iPhone interface system. 

Mercedes-Benz, Ferrari 
and Volvo were just three 
of the manufacturers at the 
show to demonstrate this 
new interactive system that 
some analysts project will 
become practically standard 
equipment in many models 
beginning this year. 

Essentially, the CarPlay 
interface replicates the 
iPhone home screen on the 
vehicle’s centre console display. Once iPhone is connected, a button on the steering wheel 
activates the Sir! voice-recognition technology, allowing drivers to access contacts, make calls, 
check voice mail, have text messages read aloud and then dictate responses, all without taking 
your hands off the wheel or eyes off the road. CarPlay also includes its voice-activated tum-by- 
tum Apple Maps navigation system that even suggests possible destinations based on phone 
conversations and text messages. 

This system will work with iPhone 5s, iPhone 5c and iPhone 5 and will be available in 
select car models shipping in 2014.

But given the limited number of hydrogen fuelling stations, 
Tucson will only be sold in the Los Angeles, Calif., area initially, where the greatest concen¬ 
tration of hydrogen refuelling sites exists. 


Driver-free driving 

While Ford was improv¬ 
ing its existing truck line, 
Nissan had its vision set on 
the future, using the stages 
of the Tokyo Motor Show 
late last year to celebrate 
its autonomous-vehicle 
technology. If Nissan’s 
projections hold up, the 
Japanese automaker hopes 
to introduce its self-driving 
Leaf EV in North America 
“at realistic prices” in 2020. 

Nissan put its autono¬ 
mous vehicle through an 
uneventful test drive in 
Tokyo. This car is capable
